Something Must Be Done 
This Year to Save the State 
From Standing Disgrace, 


They Say. 


Judging by the expressions of opin- 
fon obtained yesterday Ly The Con- 
stitution from a large number of mem- 
bers of the house and senate, the gen- 
eral assembly will certainly enact such 
measures of tax reform at this ses- 
Sion as will insure the prompt pay- 
ment of the country school teachers. 

The sentiment in favor of simple 
justice to this most worthy and, judg- 
ing by the way in which they have 
be.n treated, least honored class of 
the state’s employees is over whelm- 
ing, and it Is growing. 

Legislators of every rank and pro- 
fession were interviewed and they 
were almost a unit in declaring that 
the disgrace to the state, incurred by 
the hue and cry raised annually over 
the’ non-payment of teachers, must be 
wiped out this year. If they willl 
pack up their talk by their votes, when 
the proper measures have been licked 
into shape in committee, The Consti- 
tution’s movement in behalf of the 
state’s honor cannot fail to succeed. 

All Agree as to Urgency. 

There was some difference of opin- 
jon as to how prompt payment was 
to be secured, but there was none as 
to the pressing necessity of it. 

Many members thought that a re- 
vision of the tax system s0 as to 
cOmpel property owners to make fair 
returns would be sufficient. 

Others were willing to increase the 
tax rate temporarily until the treas- 
ury caught up with the arrears to 
teachers. 

Others seemed to be of the opinion 
that felief could come only by hold- 
ing down apropriations and putting 
the teachers ahead of other employees 
of the state. 

Ways and Means Chairman. 

In shaping measures of tax reform 
and bills looking to the prompt pay- 
ment of teachers, the ‘house commit- 
tee on ways and means and the sen- 
ate finance committee of course, 
have the leading part. The chairmen 
of these two committees are both en- 
thusiastically with The Constitution 
in its plea for prompt payment. Here 
what Representative L R. Akin, 
head the ways and 
means committee of the house, said: 

“You cannot go too strong in quot- 
ing me in favor of prompt payment 
of the teachers and of such a meas- 
ure of tax reform will put the 
state on a working financial basis and 
will enable it to meet all of its obli- 
gations promptly. I am heartily with 
The Constitution in its fight. We nave 
had talk without action long enough 
and every year we are confronted with 
the same old difficulties arising from a 
depleted treasury and the consequent 
non-payment of teachers. The whole 
trouble comes from our utterly un- 
scientific and wornout system of tax 
gathering. This year we must do 
something. The people expect and 
demand it. They will not stand for 
further delay. You can count on me 
to do all in my power to get bills, 
through this session meeting the pop- 
vlar demand for tax reform and for 
prompt payment of teachers.’

John M. Slaton, having been declared 
formally elected at the joint session 
of the senate and house of the Georgia 
legislature Thursday morning at 11 
o'clock, only the actual inauguration 
itself, the details of which are now be- 
ink arranged for next Saturday by a 
joint committee from the senate and 
the house, stand between him and the 
active discharge of the duties of the 
chief executive of the state. 

If the general expression of the mem- 
bership of the house and those of 
Governor-elect Slaton may be taken 
as an omen, the governor and the 
house gre not less at one upon the sub- 
ject of relieving the financial strin- 
gency of the state than the individual 
members of the house themselves. 

The gossip in the house lobbles on 
Thursday pointed to a practically unan- 
imous desire on the part of the house 
to make no appropriations until a re- 
vision of the tax system has been ef- 
fected, whereby the funds of the state 
may be augmented, ana when this re- 
vision has been reached to let the 
country school teachers whose salaries 
are long overdue, get “first crack” 
at the money. This, it Is understood, 
is also the wish of Governor-elect Sla- 
ton. 

The house resumed {Its deliberations 
at 10 o'clock Thursday morning when 
several new bills and resolutions were 
introftluced and a second message from 
the governor was received prior to the 
joint session of the two houses at 11 
o'clock. 

After the reading of the journal] of 
the house, during which the on¢y mem- 
ber of the house who opposed a re- 
quest for unanimous consent to dis- 
pense with the reading entertained 
himself by perusing a newspaper, the 
first action toward contesting the seat 


of any representative was taken. 
Contested Elections. 

Representative Fulbright, of Burke 
county, introduced a resolution ques-} 
tioning the legality of the election of 
the representatives from Bleckley and 
Wheeler counties, created by the leg- 
islature of 1912. In a speech explain- 
ing his motive for introducing the res- 
olution, Mr. Fulbright made it clear 
that there was no desire on his part 
to reflect upon the representatives 
from the new counties, who are George 
A. Browning, of Bleckley, and Douglas 
McArthur, of Wheeler, but stated that 
the resolution was for the purpose of 
settling the question for the good of 
both the house and the’two new mem- 
bers. The question of the legality of 
the election of Messrs. Browning and 
McArthur arises, says Mr. Fulbright, 
out of a constitutional clause limiting 
the number of representatives to 184, 
whereas the admission of the two rep- 
resentatives from the new counties 
rives the house a total membership of 
186. WUWpon this ground Mr. Fulbright 
declares that Messrs. Browning and 
McArthur have been elected to offices 
which do not exist, and are, therefore, 
not elected to the house at all. 

The settlement of the question was 
referred to a committee of nine, whom 
the speaker will appoint. 

The bill introduced by the delegation 
from Bibb county on Wednesday for 
instructing the governor to call a spe- 
clal election for United States senator, 
to be held July 15, 1913, came up be- 
fore the house for a second reading. 

The governor's second message, 
dealing exclusively with the question 
of the extension of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad, was presented. 

New Bills Read. 

The following new bills and 
tions were introduced:

Mr. Moss of Clark—A resolution to 
invite industries into the state and to 
express confidence in laboring men. 

Mr. Farris of Walker—aA Dill to in- 
corporate the city of Chickamauga. 

Mr. Brinson of Jenkins—A_ resolu- 
tion to prevent county officials from 
paving upon insolvent cost bills. 

At 10:50 o’clock the house adjourned 
for a recess lasting until 10:57. At il 
o'clock the jotnt session of the house 
and the senate for the canvass and 
consolidation of the vote for governor 
and other statehouse officials con- 
vened. 

The senate, as it marched down the 
aisle of the house chamber headed bv 
President Anderson, was greeted with 
thunderous applause.

In a vigorous speech in the house 
today, Representative Mann, of Illinvcis, 
republican leader, attacked Attorney 
General McReynolds for postponing 
the white slave cases in San Francisco;

Japanese of southern California 
took immediate congnizance of the 
incident at Kemet. H. Wakabayashi, 
secretary of the Japanese Association 
of Southern California, telegraphed 
the facts in the case to Y. Numano, 
acting counsul general at San Fran- 
cisco. 

As Korea is a Japanese dependency, 
officials of the Japanese association 
said Koreans were entitled to pro- 
tection from the Mikado’s govern- 
ment.

L. M. Austin, of Atlanta, was today ap- 
pointed as chief clerk of the fourth di- 
Vision of the railway mail service, to 
succeed Charles E. Ranger, thus mak- 
ing him eligible for appointment as su- 
perintendent of the division. This pro- 
motion is construed to mean that Mr.

Edward P. King, who has been in 
the service for fifteen years, was 
Strongly urged for promotion and had 
the indorsement of Senator Hoke Smith. 
He is a brother of A#®x King, the well 
known Atlanta lawyer. 

The greatest interest has been taken 
in this appointment throughout the 
several states composing the fourth di- 
vision. Floods of letters and telegrams 
have reached the congressmen from 
these states. 

Mayor Woodward for King. 

Today a message indorsing King was 
received by Representative Howard 
from Mayor Woodward, of Atlanta. He 
said: 

“It will please our people and be for 
the best interests of service if you can 
secure the appointment of E. P. King 
as superintendent of railway mail serv- 
-e,”"

Why Austin Was Demoted. 

Under the civil service law, Mr. Aus- 
tin could not be appointed superintend- 
ent unless he be assistant superintend- 
ent, chief clerk or inspector, and the 
friends of Mr. Austin claim that he 
was wilfully demoted by the repub- 
licans to prevent his being made su- 
perintendent when the new fourteenth 
division was created. 

The colleagues of Representatives 
Johnson and Aiken, of South Carolina, 
and Howard, of Georgia, from the states 
comprising the fourth division were in- 
dignant at the demotion of Austin be- 
cause of the fact that Messrs. Johnson, 
Aiken and Howard last year, when the 
new fourteenth division was created, 
urged that Mr. Pepper, the present su- 
perintendent of the fourth division, be 
sent to Omaha as superintendent of 
that division and that Austin be made 
superintendent of the fourth division. 

Two days after their visit to the

Plot to Swindle Wall Street

Man Known, But Name 
Not Given. 


Washington, June 26.—The story of 
an effort to sell a gold brick te Wall 
Street and how it was foiled was told 
in part to the senate “lobby” investi- 
gating committee tonight at one of the 
most sensation-producing sessions it 
has held in its stormy career. 

It was a tale of how influence was to 
be exerted in the seats of the mighty 
in Washington to prevent unfavorable 
investigations into the doings of the 
street, of how lawsuits that the finan- 
cial interests in New York wouldn't 
like were to be prévented, and of how 
the gold brick seller was generally to 
protect the interests of the clients he 
soughf in the political game in ‘the 
capital. 

Representative A. Mitchell Palmer, 
of Pennsylvania, one of the prominent 
democrats in the house, mentioned for 
secretary of war in the pre-inaugura- 
tion days, and a close friend of the 
president, told the story, and Edward 
Lauterbach, a New York lawyer, and 
Representative Daniel J. Riordan, of 
New York, gave the committee some 
light on its details. 

a Name of Man Not Given. 

According to Mr. Palmer, Lewis Cass 
Ledyard, another New York lawyer, 
was the man who was largely instru- 
mental in foiling the plot. The name 
of the man who proposed to do all 
those things in Washington was not 
given to the committee, although Mr. 
Palmer acknowledged that he had 
strong suspicidns of his identity. 

Mr. Palmer told the committee that 
the representations of influence’ in 
Washington had gone so far as to 
bring in the names of the speaker, of 
the majority leader in the house and 
of at least two other prominent mem- 
bers, whose names he did not give. He 
said that after Mr. Ledyard had en- 
gaged in many telephone conversations 
with the man who had all these goods 
for sale in Washington he had met Ed- 
ward Lauterbach, a New York attor- 
ney, under the supposition that Lau- 
terbach was representing the user of 
the telephone. 

Lauterbach Makes Denial. 

Lauterbach was in the committee 
room and listened to all the testimony 
of Mr. Palmer, who spent nearly two 
hours on the stand. Later he denied 
that he had tried to secure employment 
with big interests in New York on the 
strength of supposed power in the 
capital.

BURGLARY SUSPECTS 
BATTLE WITH POSSE 


Joe King Brought to Atlanta for 
Treatment—Three Alleged 
Thieves Placed in Jail. 


Clarkesville, Ga., Jane 26.—(Special.) 
After 2 pitched battle coday near Cor- 


nelia betwen a posse rrom Baldwin, 
Ga., and three men who are supposed 
to be the ones who robbed the store 
of W. A. Shore at that place on Tues- 
day night, Joe King, Shore’s son-in- 
law, was sent to Atlanta with his 
thigh shattered by a pistol ball and 
in a serious condition.

tion in all the rates to Atlanta would bring 
a reduction to all other cities in the state. 

“This extension, I am told, would call for 
five or six miles of tunnels, costing about 
$250,000 per mile, and possibly upwards of 
thirty miles of additional railroad costing 
from $20,000 to $25,000 per mile, making a 
total for these two items of, say, $2,250,000. 
Therefore, it would appear that $3,000,000 
ought to cover the total cost of the sug- 
gested extension. 

“Now, it may be said that Tennessee 
would not consent to such an arrangement. 
I am frank to admit that I have no assurance 
that she will; but from an experience of 
upwards of twenty years in handling rail- 
road rates, I will assert that if Georgia 
would bind herself to build the extension 
indicated, Tennessee could do for herself no 
wiser act than to make exactly the arrange- 
ment I have indicated, because the reduc- 
tion of the rates from the Georgia landing 
on the Tennessee river to Atlanta would 
assuredly result in the reduction of the 
rates from Chattanooga to Atlanta. inas- 
much as the other railroad lines leading 
from Chattanooga to Atlanta would not tol- 
erate the proposition that this Georgia port 
Should have any lower rates than Chatta- 
nooga. And the benefit to Tennessee would 
not stop at Chattanooga, because the lines 
leading from Knoxville to interior Georgia 
points would be forced to reduce the rates 
from Knoxville to interior Georgia points to 
prevent Chattanooga from securing the trade 
which properly belong to Knoxville. 

“All railroad officials and all the com- 
mercial men handling business from Ten- 
nessee points to Georgia points need no ar- 
zument to convince them that I have stated 
the case correctly. It is readily admitted 
that the Georgia port I have referred to 
could not break down the trade of Chat- 
tanooga. Although all the boats coming 
up to Chattanooga would stop at or pass 
the Georgia port, this port would not handle 
probably one-tenth of the business from the 
river and none from the rail lines entering 
Chattanooga, and tone of the local business 
of Chattanooga. but it would fix the rates 
upon which ad the other traffic from Chat- 
tanoowa and Knoxville would move into 
Georgia. 

“Furthermore, just across the state line 
at the Georgia port referred to, a Tennes- 
see city could be built on the river from 
which business would reach the Western and 
Atlantic railroad by mere sidetracks, thus 
receiving the same rates into Georgia as 
those made from the Georgia port. 

“Hence, the exchange of territory which 
I have suggested would work out results 
of inealculable benefit to both states, if 
the Western and Atlantic railroad were ex- 
tended to the new landing on the Tennessev 
river. 

Might Canal Chickamauga. 


“There is another alternative method for 
Practically putting the Tennessee river traf- 
fic at a landing place in Georgta. This can 
he done if Chickamauga creek is widened, 
deepened and straightened from its mouth 
near Boyce station to a point in Catoosa 
county, so as to allow boats from St. Louis 
and other western ports to come up the 
canal and cross the Georgia-Tennessee boun- 
dary line. The canal thus made would not 
be more than twelve miles long and should 
not cost $1,000,000. 

‘“T will ask you to bear in mind that I 
am not recommending that the state increase 
her debt by making an extension of her 
railroad from either end: but I am indicat- 
ing that if she decides to adopt this policy 
she will secure immensély greater benefits 
for her people by spending, at the most, 
three millions of dollars in extending it 
to the banks of the Tennessee river in her 
own borders than by spending some twenty 
millions extending it to the sea. 


Hold Terminal Property. 


“T will here observe that my judgment ts 
clear that the state of Georgia should not 
seriously entertain the thought of curtail- 
ing the terminal facilities of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad in either Chattanooga 
or Atlanta. Propositions have been made 
within the past few years for practically 
abandoning the terminals in the city of Chat- 
tanoogwa and, in merely a less degree, the 
fame subject has been mooted as to the 
Atlanta terminals. 
“As to Chattanooga, I will state that, 
while this proposition is being advocated by 
some of our own people, the Southern rail- 
way, which is the most pronounced compet- 
itor of the Western and Atlantic railroad, 
has been spendiffte large sums of money in 
extending its line into the heart of Chat- 
tanooga, and it has already secured prop- 
erty within a few hundred feet of that which 
it is proposed that the Western and Atlantic 
railroad shall abandon for transportation 
uses in the center of that city. 
“It is undoubtedly true that one mile of 

road in Chattanooga is the means of 
more revenue than probably thirty 
or forty miles secure along the center of its 
line The strength of the road lies in its 
superior facilities for receiving and distrib- 
utinge commerce. 

“In this connection, I will state that the 
plan has been proposed of withdrawing the 
passenger terminals in Atlanta from the 
Union station, which has been the terminal 
for upward of seventy years, to the Forsyth 
street bridge. But, by one who will look at 
the terminal facilities at the present loca- 
tion and at the proposed location at the 
Forsyth street bridge, it will be seen that, 
if we allow needed space for freight tracks, 
the latter area is entirely too narrow, and 
that in almost every respect the change 
would work to the serious detriment of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad. 

“T will remark that, as to the freight ter- 
minals. the Central of Georgia railway, the 
Southern railway and the Georgia railroad 
and allied companies have spent many hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars in buying lands 
and extending their terminals into the very 
heart of Atlanta. 

“Therefore, the proposition that the state 
of Georgia remove its present passenger and 
freight terminals in Atlanta and Chatta- 
nooga from their points of vantage really 
seems a strange one. For the reasons above 
siven, I am firmly convinced that the state 
should entertain no thought of dismantling 
her property and thereby putting herself at 
a disadvantage as compared with her trans- 
portation competitors. 

Piaza Plan. 


connection, I will call your at- 
tention to the proposition which has been 
mooted to build a plaza over the railroad 
tracks in Atlanta, extending from the For- 
svth street bridge to the Washington street 
viaduct, with a commodious modern terminal 
station on the site of the present Union pas- 
senger station. This plan, if executed, would 
likely very greatly enhance valuations in 
the center of the city, hencee should be en- 
couraged by the state. And, unless this 
plaza plan is carried out, the state will dis- 
astrously damage her passenger terminals 
in Atlanta if she permits the city of At- 
lanta to build bridges over the Western 
and Atlantic railroad on Pryor stréet and 
Central avenue. By no possibility can she 
prevent or escape very serious and perma- 
nent loss if she allows those bridges built 
with the general status remaining as it ts 
at present. 

“Now, as to the future disposition of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad, it is well 
known that the present lease will expire 
December 27, 1919. It is not too soon, there- 
fore, for the state to begin to consider what 
steps she will take toward protecting her 
citizens in determining the future of her 
railroad.

“The state ought not to consent to a lease 
for a longer period than thirty years. No 
one knows what may be the conditions, com- 
mercially and otherwise, thirty years from 
now. There may be complications which 
would result in serious discriminations 
against her people and great loss to the 
state if she bound herself to a lease of praec- 
tically a hundred years. 

“Therefore, she should hold it within her 
power to take back her road about once 
in the Nfetime of each generation and ad- 
just the new lease to the conditions then 
prevailing. 


Advocates Special Commission. 


“I Know that it will be stated that (If 
the road be leased for a very long period 
of years the lessees would then double-track 
it and make all other improvements needed 
for holding it on a parity with its compet- 
itors; but there is little reason to doubt 
that a company leasing it for thirty years, 
beginning at the end of the present lease, 
would be justified in making such improve- 
ments as the property would need. It mieht, 
I grant, be proper in fixing the new 1.-ase 
to take a smaller amount of rental for five 
or seven years than would be ftxed for thea 
next twenty-three or twenty-five years, with 
the agreement that the new lessees would 
double-track the road by the end of seven 
years and make other corresponding im- 
provements. This would be a matter of 
detail for consideration. 

“I recommend, therefore, that your hon- 
orable bodies provide for a commission con- 
Sisting of three or five citizens of Georgia, 
to be appointed by the governor, whose duty 
it shall be to formulate a plan for the fu- 
ture leasing of the Western and Atlanti« 
railroad. Yet, it may be best to defer ac- 
tion on this subject until your session ia 
1914. This will allow ample time for ma- 
ture consideration, whereas, If all action 
were deferred for your successors, the next 
general assembly, the matter might not re- 
ceive the careful thought it merits.”
